Kozanko, near Welhaiwei, Jan 30. 

To-day's battle has been disappointing 
in sovoral respects; first, it turns out to 
be a moro proliminary, for this castern 
section is uot ‘so important by any moss 
a8 tha island and the West forta ; secondly, 
the work wasdone.by the Kumamoto. men 
bofore tho main body of tho Army had time 
to get into action ; and thirdly, the Japan. 
ese committed a Inmontable blundor which 
canaed them needless loss, 

‘We were roused at 4 a.m. by cries of 
‘fire ;' the house next to that occupled 
by the correspondeats wasin flimes, and 
we had to ecramble out in s hurry, losing 
all the small articles left about when we 
had gone to bod—writing materials, food, 
otc.; fori a vory fow minutes half the 
village was on fire, and before daylight it 
was entirely consumed,_with the exception | 
of three detached bouses. bie 

At 4.30 the troops moved forward to oc- 
cupy @iétr posts for the assault. ‘The Chi- 
ness gunners left tho valley road unmo- 
lestod,-ind it was oasy to got near them 
while they slept. Starting in inky darkness 
mon ‘and horses toiled along tho -stony 
tracka, stumbling and plunging along dry 
sandy watercourses for two or three miles, 


then up pathless hillsides to the ‘places as- 
signed, all ready before the iirst streaks of 
daylight brought the Chineso to their 
senses. About six o'clock there was light 
anough to begin, and our left wing battery 
fired a sslute right intd the enemy's 
trenches oo Renkakoshan. Then for half 
an hour the cannonading was lively -on 
both sides. The Japanese concontrated 
their fire on the one point, while the Chi- 
nese, probably gnessing that our forces were 
epre: over a Wide area, tried to dis- 
tribute their shells impartiully all over 
the country. Whether they eyor aimed 
at tho attacking batteries I do hot kaow, 
but I am.certuin thep never hit them. 
The Japanese infantry mado ita way by 
a detour along the deop-cut channe'a uf 
mountain atreama until withiq 500 yards of 
the Chiocae battery, approsch nz it on three 
sides,- and then o perfect hail of mus- 
ketry drove the defenders away before the 
bayonet charge had well beguo, Thia 
position taken, the Sendai Division pro- 
ceeded, one. part by the direct route ovor 


| tho-hills, and-the othor part by a circuitous 


but fairly easy path round the left fringe of 
the range, passing under Rankakoshan and 
down the valley towards tho south bight of 
Waitaiwei Bay. We took tho direct route, 
expecting to see tho first of the fighting, 
On our way, a huge shell, four feet long 
and ten inches thick, weighing four or five 
hundred pounds, come from one of the | 
forts (or perhaps from a ‘ship in’ the 
harbour) right over the crest of the hills, 
1600 or 2000 fest pighs and dropped on the 
sandy plein in mid-valley near us, at least 
five milos from where it had-been fired, It 
did noterplode, A threo-inch shell whizz- 
ed over our heads and burst a few yards 
bebind. us, and others xere coming 
into the valley ss wo climbed -up. the, 
hill sesward. Byidently tho: forts ‘or 


ing the place and watohing the progreds of 
his victorious mon from point to puint, whey 
the Ohinese ships awoke to the situation 
and began todo what they‘could. A six. 
loch shell from the flagship Tingyuen was 
exploded rizht over Odara, and a fragment 
aa large oa « horse shoe went through his 
body—entering at the right shoulder and 
coming out through the left riba. He fell,

‘This lamentable event-was probably the 
cause of the fatal mistake mado by the 
Kumamoto men half sn hoor later. ‘They 
rushed triumphantly along the deep-cut 
toads and behind the foot-hills from fort 
to fort os the enemy fied, ond then 
emerged on sn open plain neac the 
touth bight, pursuing the fugitives along 
the .besch road to Weihaiwei city, | At 
the sama tima the Sendai mon were 
streaming out from the left valley past 
Raukakushan, fisnking tho line of re- 
treat. This double oxpusura was soon 
from the signal etation on ths «ummit of 
Liukung island, and at onea acme of the 
light-draft gunbosta were ordered into the 
bight.. Thero, for a fow minutes, their 
quick-firing guns did most deadly exeen- 
tion; before the unwary soldiora had tima to 
gain cover, sighty of them had fallen. 
Now came a: touching incident of heroic 
devotion. While tho storm of bullets was 
atill thick in the air; the Red Cross men, 
always well to the fore, atolidly ‘marched 
out, two and two, with strotohers fur their 
comrades, right under the guns of tho 
enemy’s ships. Unarmed but fora paltry 
dirk, helpless in any oaea against euch fire, 
with foea ignorant or heedlosa of the sacred 
significance. of the Red Cross badgo, they 
nevor flinched for a moment ‘on thair 
errand of mercy, One by one the dead 
end wounded were picked up and borae 
awsy from that wide field of blood,;and 
within twenty minntca not a man re- 
mained.  Oolonel Taylor, A.M-3., who 
was presont, with other foreign attachés, 
declared it the most aplondid deed he evcr 
naw. ~ ‘ 

The battle was now finished for the day. 
The oastern forts have all been taken by 
Kuwamoto mon, the Beudai Division and 
the Field Marshal only orriving in time 
to seo, sad not boing required to do much. 
The Japanese floet from outside opened 
fire on tho Chineso ships inside, at long 
rangegand also sent picked artillerymen to 

tated forts ;57 that in sn hour 
or two the Obinese flest was forcid to 
tetira under cover cf the island. De- 
sultory firing at long range continuod 
during the afternoon, but for some reason 
the Chinese gunners scomed.to do nothing 
compared with what they might have done. 

After middsy we never saw them fire on the 
hills at oll, but only on the captured cea forts, 
thongh the hilltops wero covered with 
Japancse who afterwards descended in 
thousands, within clear sight and range 
of the ehemy’s heavy guns, to inspect 
the forts and walled camps near the 
shore. At dusk, we climbed back over 
the hills to this village, arriving long after 
dark, anxious to find a resting place and 
ta know what will be dono to-morrow.

JAPANESE DEMONSTRATION aT TENGOHOWFU. 
- Febrasry 28 
On Thuraday, 21st February, about 2 
o'clock p.m; our danger sigoal on tho hill 
weet of the-city weat up, and we suon saw 
three Japancse men-at-war approaching 
from tho north-west. We put out our fires 
and carried our lamps and matches out into 
the yard, and got ready for another bom- 
bardment. Tho three vessels passed slowly 
by abreast of the city’énd past the fort to 
the wast without firing.a shot, nor did the 
Ohiness fire a single gan, Two of the 
threo veese)s then turnod abont and re-pas- 
sed the fort and tho city. When opposite 
the city they fired two shots, not into the 
city, however, bot at:the sand ambank- 
ments on tha shore. ' They, however, 
slicited nothing at allin reply, They then 
steamed awey end passed ont of sight in 
the direction of Chofoo, The third yessel 
went on woat to a small Chinese port, 30 tf 
distant, sallod Lankiak‘o and thera firad 
four or five shote—whether on the village 
or oot wo have not heard. it then return- 
edand passing the fort west of the oity 
jost nfter dark fired some four or five ahots 
atit, The fort réspanded finally with ons 
shot only, whieh was in violstion of the 
orders of the General in command. Tho 
officer in charge received forty blows the 
next day for firing that shot The city 
fas thrown into a great fright and many 
who hed returned during the lest four 
weeks bstook themeclves again to flight, 
Tho next vight a report was spread in the 
city that the Japancse had landed a litle 
bast of the city and were almoat at the 
gate, The oity was soon inafeartal panic. 
Tho people ware torror-strioken and fled 
with headlong haste ont of the south gat 
of the city, The General in comma! 
finally came fo the rescue and shut the gate, 
of the city, telling tho people to rotorn end, 
that they wors flseing withost canss, Tho 
Tepors was wholly false and was probably 
raised by ren. who wished to profit by ths 
soession: to steal and plander.—V.-0.
